I agree with your observation of a man in the left window. 
That is a good one whioh bears strongly on the lotion of shots 
coming from the window— the more men the more unlikely. I am 
still somewhat persuaded by the other men I saw but your analysis 
of the object again opened ay eyes. It certainly does appear to 
be an arm although slightly different than you 3een to see it. 

The shadow on the wall is apart from the hand so that the whole 
thing looks like f-*-- 


I * V3 also included on this sketch the areas of light that I 
am positive can be seen in the window. This means, of course, 
that something was there to reflect the light. 1*11 go along that 
the configurations as they stand are not clear enough to be 
conclusive. My biggest problem now is finding a body for what is 
presumably an arm. I’ll do more study. We really ought to find out 
what was behind those windows— l.e. , was is storage space, offices 
with people, ect. This would be good to kno * about all the buildings. 
The rcof3 are still the most likely places for gunmen— I am convinced 
that someone was firing from the TS3D roof. I have some more 
considerations to eliminate shots from the 6th floor window but that 
will come later.
